ON fEMBERSHIP 


POLICIES 
The report cf Membership Committce in the second issue of the Newsletter relates te 

@ cowcern which should be commen to all of us, Until certification by the American 
Board of Examiners in Professicnal Psychology will be fully instituted, membership 

or fellewship status in the Division will remain the only mark of qualification for 
the clinical psychcolovist beyond what reputation the individual member has made for 
himself. In giving the benerit ef the doubt to some applicants,the membership come 
mittee reacted in a sensible way to the problem of establishing criteria of profes- 
Sional standing. An austere and pedantic interpretaticn of such standards would have 
been painful and disagreeable frr everybocy. Yet ] wonder whether by this policy we 
are not inviting a cifficulty greater than that cf undue judicicusness which we want 
te avoid. What will all this mean fer the prestige of clinical psycholosy as 

whole? If a leaning toward a more benevolent interpretaticn of standards is Sealy 
in the renarks on page 2 of the Newsletter we shall have reason to worry about that 
prestige. What is nceded, it seems, is net relaxation but 2 mere exactine definition 
of divisicnal status and what it stands fcr, 


Since we have emerged into the public mind as a profession, we shall be judged as 
one body whether we like it er net. The reccgnition which many of us have found 
again will not make up for the criticism that psychclegists without training are ine 
ecurrine, In the long run clinical psychology will be evaluated by the total ecntri- 
bution of which it is capable rather than by that of its cutstandine members, Right 
now there is not cnly more demand for clinical psychologists than can be found but 
also for mere clinical psychslegy than really exists. is it were, we are living on 
@n overdrawn account. While the beom is en nobody wants to bother with such trifles, 
But the people who are receiving the wark of prefessicnal status today will be the 
teachers and supervisors of tomorrow, a phrase which right now is too literally true 
for comfort. The technical use of most of our diagnostic instruments can be learned 
in a few months, But the manipulation of tests alone dces nct make a clinical psy- 
cholcsist. There is ne substitute for the slow accunulation of clinical experience

and no equivalent fer time spent with the endless variety of clinical pictures, Jn 
short, there is no other way of becoming @ clinical psychologist than dcing clinical

2. Among the contributions of clinical psychology to the necical care prorram is 
that area of research, Thrcuch the interests and activities cf the psychclo- 
rists, many rescarch studies have been undertaken, and ocennee’ » in general, has re-

3. There isted no training preeram for clinical psychologists in the VA, nor were 
the universities able te provid: adequate facilities for treiang sizable croups, 
vrior to Mey 196. Beginnin. in september 196. with the ard -f L. 3L6. 73th Cone 
cress, and the assistance cf Voreaticnal Rehabilitation and DTaucavioa. a total of 213 
inecs agsociated vith 21 accredited universities initiated training in 
clinica al psychclegy.

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this training program. Now assccisted with 36 universities, the V’ is providing the
